DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed 8 December 2009. Claims 1 and 
10 have been amended; Claims 2, 3 and 1 1 have been cancelled. Claims 1,4-10, 12-21 are 

currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The claim rejections under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Ido et al. (US 

6,326,103 Bl) for claims 1, 3-5, 7-9, 14-21 are withdrawn because the claims have been 
amended or cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The claim rejections mder 35 USC 102(b) as being unpatentable over Ido et al. and 
Hamada et al. for claims 2, 6, 1 1 and 13 are withdrawn because the independent claims have 
been amended and because the claims have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 4-10 and 12-21 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record does not disclose a plurality of parallel arranged battery modules with gaps formed 
between the faces of the cell where in a restraining tool extends through the gaps and couples to 

endplates.
